Caan Impresses in 
Hide in Plain Sight- 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 

James Caan makes an auspic- 
ious debut as a director in “Hide in 
Plain Sight.” What ii most 
impressive is not only that Caan 
directs himself in a well-modu- 
lated performance in the central 
role，but that he cared _ enough 
about the story line and his fellow 
actors to_elicit fine performances 
from his supporting cast. 

Thefilm isbased on a true story 
of a man who has his two young 
children .torn_ from him by the 
relocation policies of the Federal 
anti-crime task force. In the film， 
the Period of time the man is 
separated from his children is 
about 18 months， but in real life 
the fatherspent 8 long years trying 
to get the government to tell him 
where he could find his son and 
daughter. In most films based on 
real incidents，it is best， for 
dramatic reasons，to compress the 
time period, but in this case I feel 
ii would have been more powerful 
afilmi 直 therehadbeen aperiod of 
eight years before the reunion. 

Caan plays a blue-collar worker 
in Buffaljo，N.Y. in 1967，whose 
exrwife starts seeing a Small-time 
hood， Played，marvelously by

newcomer Robert Viharo， In a 
quick series of events the hood gets 
catught for an armed robbery，is 
forced by the- Mafia to marry 
Caans ex-wife and then=with the 
prodding of the local police 
detective andq the Federal- anti- 
crime Strike force，turns informer 
against organized crime，When 
theFeds haveto givethehood and 
Caans ex-wife new identities， 
Caans two kids also disappear 
from the area. 
EMPATHY 

“Hide In Plain Sight” -is even 
more anti-government bureau- 
cracy than iti is anti-crime. It 
derives its power from our 
empathy with a man who is torn 
from his children andq even more 
from our empathy with a person 
who is rudely and dishonestly 
treated by bureaucrats and their 
flunkies. One scene where Caan 
scares the officiousness out of an 
office secretary could bring a 


-Standing ovation from the Tight 


audience. 

One .major Problem is that 
Caan at one point finds enough 
information about his kids toknow 
what city and under what name 
they are living, but a mobster who 
is following him on the highway 
forces hjm to turn back to Buffalo. 
Itis difticult to believe that a man 
in those circumstances wouldnt 


be more determined tozshake his- 


pursuer and- continue on to his 
family，Its the type of clumsy 
transition that a first-time director 
can be excused for making. 

Barbra Rae as Caan's ex-wife， 
Ken McMillan as an arrogant 
Buffalo detective， and Danny 
Aiello are-among the standotits in 
the supporting cast，Some may 
find the film slow，but “Hide 
Plain Sight”shows Caan to be a 


director to watch .
